LITTLE  GOLDEN  BIOTA 

(Biota  aurea  nana) 

The  main  consideration  in  choosing  the  mate¬ 
rials  for  group  planting  of  evergreens,  is  their 
hardiness,  their  adaptability  to  position,  soil  and 
climate,  and  of  equal  importance,  their  sym¬ 
metry  and  beauty.  The  Biotas  or  Thujas  are  a 
most  valuable  group  of  symmetrically  conical  form, 
that  adapt  themselves  to  a  wide  range  of  soils 
and  are  among  the  hardiest  of  evergreens.  One 
of  the  gems  of  this  fine  family,  is  the  “Little 
Golden  Biota”  and  we  are  so  well  satisfied  with 
its  all-round  qualities  and  many  uses,  that  we 
give  it  a  position  of  first  importance  in  our  vast 
acreage  of  evergreens  under  cultivation. 


It  is  a  bright  golden-yellow,  of  dwarf,  compact  form  with  upward  growing 
branches,  so  characteristic  of  all  Biotas.  It  is  very  symmetrically  round  with  a  dis¬ 
tinct  point,  more  properly  called  ovoid,  giving  the  appearance  of  the  flame-head  of  a 
gigantic  candle  or  like  a  huge,  unopened,  closely-pressed  rosebud.  The  tips  of  the 
foliage  are  all  touched  with  a  rich  golden  yellow  that  blends  or  fades  away  into  the 
bright  green  of  the  center  of  the  plant.  In  addition,  the  foliage  is  very  thick  and 
heavy,  giving  one  the  impression  of  enamel  or  heavy  wax.  In  winter  time,  its  color 
turns  to  a  bronzy-copper,  contrasting  vividly  with  other  varieties  of  Evergreens,  that 
retain  their  green. 

It  is  of  primary  importance  and  of  first  choice  in  every  formal  group  and  is  an 
especially  beautiful  object  when  it  stands  alone  or  several  are  dotted  on  the  lawn, 
along  a  walk  or  driveway.  It  makes  a  splendid  little  cemetery  shrub  and  one  of  the 
best  for  tubs,  urns,  porch  and  window  boxes  for  the  winter  months.  All  in  all,  it’s 
one  of  the  many  evergreens  you  can  depend  upon  to  “make  good.”

(Biota  elegantissima) 

A  close  relative  of  the  Little  Golden  Biota  previ¬ 
ously  described.  It  has  all  the  charm  and  graceful 
lines  characteristic  of  the  biotas  that  make  their 
choice  almost  imperative  in  all  foundation  plantings 
and  formal  groups.  Elegantissima  is  easily  the  most 
brilliant  of  the  golden  leaved  varieties;  the  tips  of 
the  new  growths  are  shimmering  gold  during  the 
summer  and  autumn  and  as  winter  advances  it  takes 
on  a  bronzy-yellow  hue,  until  by  Xmas  it  is  a  dull 
bronze.  It  is  this  peculiarity  that  makes  it  so  dis¬ 
tinctly  charming.  In  form  it  is  decidedly  conical 
but  with  a  more  pointed  top  than  aurea  nana.  All 
the  uses  previously  suggested  for  the  former  are 
applicable  to  this  variety  also.

USES  OF  EVERGREENS 


The  Evergreen  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  valu¬ 
able  of  our  ornamentals.  It  serves  many  purposes  in  the 
arrangement  and  beautification  of  our  gardens.  We  find 
them  used  as  windbreaks  and  shelters  against  the  wind 
and  storms,  making  an  excellent  protection;  or  as  screens 
for  unsightly  spots,  and  frequently  for  hedges,  for  which 
they  are  especially  adapted.  Tall,  pyramidal  types,  such 
as  American  Arborvitae  (Thuya  Occidentalis)  or  Pyra¬ 
midal  Arborvitae  (Thuya  Occidentalis  Pyramidalis)  and 
Yellow  Column  Biota  are  splendid  for  these  purposes. 


Evergreens  furnish  the  only  satisfactory  background  or 
frame-work  for  plantings  of  flowering  shrubs  or  for  beds 

of  roses,  perennials  and  other  plants  that  give  us  blooms.  LAWN  SPECIMEN 

They  not  only  furnish  the  tones,  so  necessary  to  emphasize 
the  colors  of  flowers,  but  they  are  also  changeless  and 
ever-green.  Planted  along  the  foundations  of  buildings  or 
at  entrances  to  lawns  and  gardens,  or  at  corners  of  dwell¬ 
ings,  they  accentuate  and  intensify  the  architectural  features  of  our  homes.  They  unite 
the  buildings  with  the  ground  into  one  pleasing  and  symmetrical  whole,  furnishing 
background  or  foreground  in  a  beautiful  picture  of  contrast  and  shadow. 


Evergreens  range  from  tall,  narrow,  columnar  type,  or  tall,  pyramidal  type, 
through  various  sizes  of  wide-spreading  forms,  down  to  low-growing  globose  or  dwarf

spreading-  plants.  Although  the  greatest  number  of  ornamental  evergreens  in  use  are 
dwarf  conifers,  there  is  a  size  and  shape  to  fit  all  needs  and  desires.  Evergreens  also 
vary  in  color  from  deep  dark  green,  grayish-green,  bright-green,  silvery-green,  bluish- 
green  or  intense  blue  to  bright  yellow,  golden  type,  bronzy-purple  and  even  variegated 
colors  of  green  and  yellow,  green  and  white,  etc.  This  great  range  in  size,  shape  and 
color  make  evergreens  eminently  adaptable  for  lawn  specimens,  the  grand  statues  of 
our  gardens,  or  for  plantings  in  the  corners  of  our  lawns,  for  borders  and  open  beds, 
where  they  transfigure  the  topography  into  attractive  and  glorious  wonder  spots.  There 
are  also  many  types  of  evergreens  especially  fitted  for  use  in  Rockeries  or  along  pools 
or  on  terraces  because  of  their  low-growing,  spreading  or  creeping  nature.  Sargent 
Juniper  (Juniperus  Chinensis  Sargenti)  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  valuable  for 
this  work,  because  of  its  emphatically,  prostrate  form  and  its  striking  dark-bluish- 
green  color.  Some  types,  such  as  the  Little  Golden  Biota  (Biota  Aurea  Nana)  make 
handsome  dwarf  specimens  for  pots  or  window  boxes.  The  Yellow  Column  Biota  (Biota 
Elegantissima)  is  about  the  best  of  tall  specimens  for  this  purpose. 


CLASSES  OF  EVERGREENS 

“Evergreens”  is  the  popular  designation  of  a  group  of  plants  or  trees  more  properly 
known  as  conifers,  most  of  which  are  evergreen,  even  when  dormant.  This  group  of 
plants  comprises  several  hundreds  of  species  and  many  thousands  of  varieties,  sepa¬ 
rated  from  each  other  by  differences  in  foliage  and  branch  arrangement.  The  main 
families  from  a  commercial  and  common  use  are,  as  follows: 

JUNIPERS — The  branches  are  spreading  in  all  various  directions.  The  leaves  are 
found  on  some  plants  as  short,  prickly  needles,  while  in  other  plants  may  be 
shaped  like  needles,  but  are  whipcord  or  scale-like.  The  leaves  have  white  lines 
or  marks  on  the  upper  side.  Varieties  of  Junipers  differ  greatly  in  habit  and  shape 
of  leaves.  Many  have  berries  of  grayish-blue  color  which  are  very  aromatic  when 
opened.  The  wood  of  the  plants  is  also  very  fragrant. 
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‘This  is  the  forest  primeval.  The  murmuring  pines  and  the  hemloc\s 
Bearded  with  moss  and  in  garments,  indistinct  in  the  twilight 
Stand  li\e  Druids  of  eld,  with  voices  sad  and  prophetic 
Stand  li\e  harpers'  hoar,  with  beards  that  rest  on  their  bosoms.”

ARBORVITAE  MAKE  IDEAL  HEDGES  AND  LOW  SCREENS 


CLASSES  OF  EVERGREENS— Continued 


ARBORVITAE — The  branches  are  short  with  the  branchlets  flat  and  frond-like,  the 
leaves  being  pressed  closely  against  the  stem.  The  trees  are  very  aromatic  and 
much  used  in  landscape  work.  The  botanical  name  of  this  family  is  Thuya.  Some 
varieties  have  originated  on  this  continent  and  are  known  under  the  species  name 
of  Thuya  Occidentalis,  or  simply  Thuya,  while  other  varieties  come  from  eastern 
Asia  and  are  known  better  as  Thuya  Orientalis  or  Biota.  In  the  Biota,  the  branches 
are  erect  or  vertical  in  growth,  while  in  the  Thuyas  the  branch  growth  is  more 
horizontal  and  plume-like.  Botanically,  they  belong  to  the  same  family. 


CYPRESS — The  true  Cypresses  or  Cupressus  are  hardy  only  in  southern  states  and 
mild  climates  where  very  severe  winters  are  unusual,  and  are  therefore  seldom 
seen  in  landscape  work  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

The  varieties  usually  found  dependable  are  those  known  as  Chamsecyparis, 
more  familiarly  recognized  under  the  name  of  Retinosporas,  several  of  which  we 
offer.  They  are  among  the  most  important  of  our  ornamental  Evergreens.  The 
branches  are  usually  long  and  slender,  terminating  in  plume-like  tips.  The  indi¬ 
vidual  leaflets  are  scale-like,  and  densely  placed  on  the  branchlets. 


YEW  (Taxus) — One  of  the  hardiest  and  most  useful  of  Evergreens  (see  details  under 
descriptions).  Usually  many-branched,  with  handsome,  dark  green,  shiny  needle¬ 
like  leaves,  arranged  thickly  and  irregularly  on  the  stems.  With  its  brilliant  red 
winter  berries  and  green-black  foliage  it  is  one  of  the  handsomest  of  all  Evergreens. 


PIR  (Abies) — Pyramidal  in  habit,  with  whorled,  spreading  branches,  generally  arranged 
horizontally.  It  is  among  the  handsomest  of  what  may  be  termed  “Evergreen 
Trees”  although  possibly  not  as  graceful  as  the  spruces.  Leaves  are  large  and  soft 
(usually  aromatic)  and  thickly  scattered  on  the  branches. 

SPRUCE  (Picea) — Like  the  firs,  these  are  pyramidal  in  growth.  Leaves  are  stiff  and 
prickly,  evenly  and  thickly  placed  on  whorled  branches.

Certain  Evergreens  enjoy  Rocky  Locations  and  along  Pools  and  Streams 


HEMLOCK  (Tsuga) — A  rapid  tall-growing  class  developing  most  beautiful  specimens, 
used  largely  for  hedges  and  windbreaks,  but  on  account  of  their  adaptability  to 
shearing  and  pruning  are  valuable  for  foundation  planting.  Slender,  graceful 
branches  covered  with  sharp  spiny  leaves,  dark  green  above  and  silvery  underneath. 

PINE  (Pinus) — Wonderful  for  screen  and  windbreaks  on  account  of  their  height  and 
density.  Long  narrow  leaves,  borne  in  large  clusters  of  varying  size  and  number. 

CEDAR  (Cedrus) — Branches  are  large  and  spreading,  horizontally  at  first,  drooping  at 
the  terminals,  and  are  irregularly  spaced  on  the  main  stem.  Native  of  Asia  Minor 
and  the  Tropics,  Cedar  of  Lebanon  is  the  best  known  variety.  Few  of  them  are 
hardy  N.  of  Massachusetts.

CANNART  RED  CEDAR 
(Juniperus  virginiana  Cannarti) 

We  place  this  beautiful  shapely  cedar  among  the 
foremost  of  the  upright  evergreens.  It  is  of  a 
tapering  pyramidal  form  of  very  dense  growth,  but 
often  projecting  lateral  drooping  branches  that  add 
to  its  charming  appearance.  It  is  extremely  hardy, 
for  which  reason  it  is  often  selected  and  placed  in 
groups  of  6  to  12  in  an  exposed  position,  where  a 
good  screen  is  desirable.

PFITZER’S  JUNIPER 
(Juniperus  chinensis  Pfitzeriana) 


It  was  originated  in  Pfitzer’s  Nursery,  near  Berlin,  Germany,  and  introduced  by 
Ludwig  Spaeth,  famous  German  horticulturist.  Today,  it  is  one  of  the  best  known  and 
most  popular  evergreens,  possibly  because  of  its  unusual  form  and  handsome  appear¬ 
ance,  which  make  it  adaptable  for 
almost  any  landscape  work.  It  is  very 
hardy,  thriving  anywhere  in  the 
country  and  in  all  locations  or  condi¬ 
tions  of  soil.  It  is  especially  valuable 
in  much  exposed  situations  because 
of  its  extreme  resistance  to  frost  and 
weather  changes.

It  is  also  apparently  immune  to 
the  smoke  and  fumes  that  permeate 
the  air  of  large  manufacturing  cities 
and  towns,  that  are  oftentimes  in¬ 
jurious  to  most  evergreens.

CHINESE  JUNIPER 
(Juniperus  chinensis) 

A  hardy  native  of  Asia,  corresponding  in  class 
and  group  position  to  the  Common  American  Red 
Cedar  (Juniperus  Virginiana). 

This  is,  without  exception,  one  of  the  hardiest 
of  evergreens.  It  is  decidedly  columnar  in  shape 
developing  into  a  tall  stately  specimen  of  a  pleas¬ 
ing  and  striking  gray-green  shade.

SARGENT  JUNIPER 
(Juniperus  chinensis  Sargenti) 

This  variety  was  collected  and  introduced  from  Japan  by  Prof.  C.  S.  Sargent,  (after 
whom  it  was  named)  about  1892.  It  is  the  most  emphatically  prostrate  evergreen  on 
the  market  today,  being  vine-like  in  nature.  It  forms  a  very  low,  dense  mat  of  wide- 
spreading  branches  that  when  fully  grown  will  make  a  plant  9  to  10  feet  across, 
whereas  it  will  extend  to  possibly  only  a  foot  or  so  in  height.  We  consider  it  one  of  the 
most  important  and  valuable  for  rockeries,  or  along  pools,  on  banks  and  terraces.  It 
deserves  to  be  much  more  extensively  used.  Its  color  is  a  striking  dark  green  with  a 
rich  bluish  cast.  It  makes  a  splendid  effect  if  planted  in  groups  of  4  or  5  plants,  which 
will  grow  into  one  solid  mass.  It  is  extremely  hardy  and  does  well  even  in  poorly 
situated  locations. 

It  is  an  imposing  sight  when  well  established  on  the  crest  of  a  Rock  or  Sustaining 
Wall,  and  is  equally  ornamental  and  decidedly  useful  to  bind  a  terraced  bank.

MEYER  JUNIPER 
(Juniperus  squamata  Meyer’s) 

This  variety  was  discovered  in  China  by  Frank  N.  Meyer,  the  late  plant  explorer  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  It  was  introduced  in  1914  and  distributed  on  the 
market  by  the  government.  It  is  a  very  irregular  grower,  but  is  exceptionally  handsome 
because  of  its  bushiness  and  its  beautiful  glaucous  or  bluish  foliage.  It  is  an  upright 
grower,  densely  branched  and  wide  at  the  bottom,  making  a  squatty  appearance.  It 
seems  almost  variegated  in  color,  when  looked  at  from  different  angles,  because  of  the 
shadows  lurking  in  the  dense  foliage  and  the  mixture  of  white  and  pink  with  the 
bluish-green.

AMERICAN  PYRAMIDAL 
ARBORVITAE 

(Thuja  occidentalis  pyramidalis) 


One  of  the  hardiest  and  most  useful  of  all  ever¬ 
greens.  It  is  a  development  of  the  common  American 
Arborvitae,  and  there  are  apparently  slight  variations 
from  the  original  parent  plant,  in  several  of  the  stocks 
on  the  market,  propagated  and  developed  by  different 
nurserymen  in  widely  separated  points  of  the  U.  S.  Our 
stock  is  uniformly  true  to  type,  and  we  intend  to  keep 
it  so  by  propagating  only  from  our  original  selected 
parent  plants. 

Pyramidalis  differs  in  many  distinct  points  from  the 
ordinary  American  Arborvitae.  It  is  rather  more  columnar 
in  shape  and  the  branchlets  and  foliage  are  denser  and 
more  compact.  Again,  the  color  is  a  more  intense  and 
deeper  green  and  maintains  this  characteristic  hue 
during  the  winter  months. 

Its  uses  are  legion.  It  is  the  most  frequently  selected 
subject  for  the  back  row  of  mixed  and  foundation  plant¬ 
ings.  Its  ragged  edges  and  upright  form  combine  to 
make  a  pleasing  lawn  specimen.  As  a  wind  shield  or 
service  yard  screen  it  fills  both  purposes  with  equally 
admirable  efficiency.  It  withstands  frequent  and  close 
shearing;  therefore  it  enters  the  class  of  hedge  plants 
and  though  some  may  consider  this  an  insult  to  a  noble 
specimen  of  the  extensive  family  of  shapely  evergreens, 
their  opinion,  however,  is  overruled  by  the  dense  com¬ 
pact  deep  green  growth  and  hardiness  of  this  species 
that  make  it  such  an  ideal  winter  hedge  plant.

GOLDEN  TIPPED  ARBORVITAE 
(Thuja  occidentalis  elegantissima) 

A  very  fine  type  of  evergreen  that  may  be  used  to  fill  a 
number  of  uses  in  the  garden,  more  particularly,  however, 
to  furnish  a  brilliant  color  note  in  mixed  evergreen  colonies. 
Like  the  others  of  its  blood  relations,  its  hardiness  and 
dense  growth  are  all  that  can  be  desired  and  with  the  added 
benefit  of  its  rich  color,  it  makes  an  agreeable  companion  to 
others  of  its  class.  Many  authorities  place  it  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  golden  evergreens,  for  nothing  can  surpass  its 
brilliancy,  as  in  May  and  June  its  young  growths  clothe  it 
in  a  living  cloak  of  gold,  which,  when  viewed  at  a  distance, 
appear  like  flaming  golden  columns  in  contrast  to  the  sub¬ 
dued  bluish  green  tones  of  the  other  conifers.  It  maintains 
this  glowing  tint  so  long  as  the  young  growths  continue  to 
develop,  throughout  the  summer,  then  changing  to  a  dull 
golden  brown  when  winter  approaches.  Its  growth  is  rapid 
and  of  columnar  shape,  and  although  it  is  chiefly  grouped 
with  other  evergreens,  it  is  individually  highly  ornamental, 
and  can  also  be  used  (like  Pyramidalis)  for  low  wind  break, 
screen  and  hedge.

AMERICAN  ARBORVITAE 
(Thuya  occidentalis) 

This  is  the  common  arborvitae  known  in  American  gardens  as  far  back  as  the 
16th  century.  It  is  widely  used  all  over  the  country  and  is  the  mother  tree  to  many 
other  distinct  varieties,  differing  in  size,  shape  and  color.  It  is  one  of  the  hardiest 
evergreens  known  and  dependable  in  any  situation. 

It  is  tall  and  pyramidal  in  growth,  tapering  to  the  top  from  a  wide,  bushy  bottom. 
The  branches  are  relatively  short  and  horizontal.  The  foliage  is  bright  green  on  the 
upper  side  and  a  yellowish  green  beneath,  changing  in  winter  to  a  dull,  bronzy  color. 
It  stands  trimming  exceedingly  well  and  is,  therefore,  used  extensively  for  hedge 
purposes.  It  is  a  rapid  grower  if  planted  in  a  good  location.  Unfortunately,  however, 
it  becomes  loose  and  open  when  large.

SLENDER  HINOKI  CYPRESS 


(Retinospora  obtusa  gracilis) 

This  closely  resembles  the  Hinoki  Cypress,  if  anything  it  is  a  more  graceful  shrub, 
in  which  the  feathery  tips  are  much  more  pronounced. 

The  leaves  are  very  narrow  and  extremely  densely  adpressed,  forming  a  flat 
frond-like  arrangement  at  the  extremities  of  the  branchlets.  Bush  is  upright  and 
round-headed;  branches  horizontal  and  slightly  drooping  and  compact.  Like  “Hinoki,” 
it  is  of  very  slow  growth,  and  much  used  by  the  Japanese  for  dwarfing.  A  most 
desirable  subject  to  use  with  others  of  dwarf  stature  in  rock  gardens,  etc.,  and  in  the 
foreground  of  all  Evergreen  groups  and  borders.

HINOKI  CYPRESS 
(Retinospora  obtusa) 

Native  of  Japan.  This  Cypress  has  a  true  orien¬ 
tal  appearance,  its  rather  slow  development  being- 
characteristic  of  the  Japanese  proficiency  in  producing 
stunted  growth  in  various  conifers. 

This,  however,  needs  no  special  treatment.  It  is 
naturally  a  medium  dwarf  shrub,  and  beautifully 
clothed  in  its  rich,  dense,  blue-green  foliage.  At  a 
distance,  it  stands  out  against  the  deeper  colored  Ever¬ 
greens  as  a  bluish-gray  smoky  cloud,  so  thickly  ad- 
pressed  are  its  leaflets. 

This  is  one  of  the  gems  of  all  Evergreens  for 
foundation  planting,  worthy  of  a  prominent  position 
in  the  middle  of  the  border,  where  it  maintains,  owing 
to  its  slow  growth,  the  proper  height,  originally 
planned  in  the  planting  scheme.

The  Retinosporas  are  a  hardy,  highly  ornamental 
and  useful  family  of  Evergreens  of  Japanese  origin, 
this  variety  having  been  brought  over  by  Dr.  G.  R.  Hall 
in  1862.  Their  foliage,  on  the  whole,  is  light  and  grace¬ 
ful,  and  in  this  particular  species,  the  ends  of  the 
branchlets  are  somewhat  curly  and  tipped  with  two 
distinct  tints  of  gold.  The  branchlets  themselves  are 
flattened,  the  inner  surface  being  of  a  deep  golden 
green,  while  on  the  outside  they  glisten  with  bright 
golden  leaflets.  The  bush  is  of  irregular  outline,  usually 
of  an  upright  form,  and  can  be  trimmed  into  almost 
any  desired  shape.  It  is  a  most  desirable  shrub  for 
mixed  plantings,  preferring  the  shelter  of  other  Ever¬ 
greens  rather  than  protecting  them,  and  stands  out  in 
sharp  contrast  to  their  hues  of  deeper  colors.

"WHEN  TO  PLANT:  Our  Regal  Evergreens,  grown  in 
heavy,  rich  soil,  and  dug  with  a  solid,  unbroken  ball, 
burlapped  and  stitched  for  reinforcement,  can  be  trans¬ 
planted  at  all  times  of  the  year.  However,  the  ideal 
times  are  Spring  (from  April  1st  to  June  30th)  and 
Fall  (from  August  15th  to  Nov.  15th),  not  because  of 
risk,  but  because  of  less  care  and  attention  necessary 
to  the  plant,  while  it  adapts  itself  to  its  new  home. 

HOW  TO  ARRANCrE  PLANTS  IN  BEDS:  Arrange  the 
plants  in  the  desired  location,  moving  them  around 
until  the  arrangement  is  most  pleasing  and  satisfac¬ 
tory,  keeping  in  mind  the  habit  of  each  plant  and  the 
ultimate  size  of  growth.  Leave,  at  least,  three  feet 
of  space  between  plants  on  all  sides.  The  proper 
arrangement  is  to  stagger  the  plants,  that  is,  to  alter¬ 
nate  the  plants  in  the  rows,  so  that  no  plant  in  any 
row  is  in  front  of  any  plant  in  the  row  adjoining  it. 
See  suggestions  on  pages  4,  8  and  15. 

HOW  TO  PLANT:  Dig  a  hole  about  2  inches  larger  on  all 
sides  than  the  ball  of  the  plant.  Put  the  good  top  soil 
at  one  side  so  that  you  can  replace  it.  Also  loosen  the 
soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  hole  a  trifle.  If  the  soil  is 
poor,  dig  another  foot  deeper  and  fill  in  with  good  soil. 
Do  not  put  any  manure  in  the  hole,  as  it  must  be  kept

away  from  the  roots.  Place  the  plant-ball  in  the  hole  with  burlap  still  on,  as  you 
received  it,  setting  the  top  of  the  ball  one  inch  below  the  ground  level.  See  that  the 
plant  is  straight  and  has  the  best  side  facing  the  desired  direction.  Put  in  the  good 
soil  gradually  tramping  it,  as  firmly  as  possible  between  the  ball  and  side  of  the 
hole,  to  avoid  leaving  any  air  pockets  in  the  soil.  If  ground  is  dry,  before  planting 
soak  the  ball  in  a  tub  of  water  until  the  bubbles  cease  to  come  to  the  surface. 

MULCHING-  AND  FERTILIZING:  Put  two  or  three  inches  of  “Crown  Mulch”  in  a 
radius  of  one  to  two  feet  around  the  plant.  For  plants  that  have  been  planted  in 
previous  seasons,  place  a  coat  of  3  or  4  inches  around  the  plants  in  late  autumn  or 
early  winter,  to  enable  the  winter  and  spring  snows  and  rains  to  wash  the  nourish¬ 
ment  to  the  roots.  Also  a  coat  of  2  or  3  inches  in  the  spring  for  mulching  and 
fertilizer  purposes  is  desirable  and  highly  recommended.  See  “Crown  Mulch”  page  28. 

CULTIVATING:  Occasional  shallow  cultivation,  sufficient  to  keep  down  the  weeds,  is 
all  that  is  necessary  any  time  during  the  year. 

WATERING:  If  planting  in  warm  weather  or  dry  seasons,  water  thoroughly  each  day 
for  one  or  two  weeks.  Do  not  sprinkle,  but  let  the  hose  run  full  on  the  ground. 
No  additional  watering  is  necessary,  unless  during  periods  of  sustained  dry 
weather,  when  complete  and  thorough  soaking,  once  a  week,  will  sufficiently  supply 
the  plants  with  moisture. 

SPRAYING:  Evergreens  are  exceptionally  free  from  disease  or  insect  pests.  Their  type 
of  foliage  and  aromatic  wood  seem  to  be  very  unattractive  to  pests.  Biotas  are 
especially  free  from  attack.  Other  species  are  bothered  usually  only  with  red  spider, 
while  Junipers  are  sometimes  liable  to  scale.  Red  Spider  can  be  controlled  by 
spraying  with  a  suitable  insecticide  in  the  early  summer,  at  the  first  appearance  of 
these  insects,  and  additional  spraying  throughout  the  season  if  they  return.  We 
recommend  “Red  Arrow  Insect  Spray.”  Scale  can  be  eradicated  by  a  dormant  spray 
of  “Mechling’s  Superior  Scale  Oil  Spray”  during  the  late  winter  or  early  Spring 
(Feb. -March)  and  by  a  weaker  dilution  in  early  September  if  it  still  persists. 

WINTER  PROTECTION :  Protection  of  evergreens  during  the 
winter  is  often  not  necessary.  It  is  also  a  trifle  incon¬ 
venient  when  a  large  number  of  plants  is  involved.  Yet 
an  unusually  severe  or  changeable  winter  has  been  known 
to  destroy  thousands  of  unprotected  evergreens.  The  ele¬ 
ment  to  be  guarded  against  is  the  severe,  hard  wind  and 
the  variable  intensity  of  the  Sun.  Therefore,  the  cheapest 
and  most  satisfactory,  as  well  as  the  most  convenient 
protection  is  a  covering  of  burlap  around  each  plant,  or, 
better  still,  a  burlap  curtain  surrounding  the  entire  bed. 
This  may  be  pegged  in  at  bottom  and  tacked  on  poles  or 
fastened  at  the  ends  to  nearby  buildings,  etc.,  arranging 
it  as  neatly  as  possible  for  appearance  sake.

PRUNING:  It  is  ridiculous  and  even  difficult  to  attempt  to  restrain  by  pruning  a 
naturally  tall  pyramidal  growing  evergreen,  to  a  short,  globular  form.  This  effect 
must  be  secured  by  intelligent  selection  before  planting.  Our  “Regal”  Evergreens 
will  require  no  pruning  whatever  for  two  years,  as  this  period  of  time  will  enable 
them  to  develop  naturally  but  not  too  vigorously  into  the  form  and  shape  which 
they  inherently  possess.  After  that,  they  should  be  trimmed  in  early  spring  of 
each  year  before  the  growth  starts  anew.  Low-growing  and  small  types  should  be 
pruned  lightly,  while  tall,  pyramidal  types  require  more  vigorous  trimming.  Avoid 
formal  clipping  except  with  hedges.
